five and ten fish. 
T he mission en ­ 
deavored to help, but poverty w as so 
general th a t all re so u rces w ere taxed 
to th e utm ost. 
An outsider has no idea of w hat 
poverty am ong th e Eskim os means. 
At th e best of tim es the w ants of an 
Eskim o are few and his food con­ 
sists of the co arsest of substances. 
Seal w alrus and w hale m eat form a 
large p art of th e ir dict, and the blub­ 
ber of th ese anim als serv es in the 
place of pork or butter.

T his p auper 
was Michael, prince of Cyprus, J e r u ­ 
salem and Syria, aged fifty-four. 
W ith 
Lim perished th e fam ily of Lusignan, 
which had been reigning m onarchs 
for m any centuries. 
Prince M ichael w as the only son 
of Louis de Lusignan. who was driven 
from the th ro n e of C yprus by the 
T u rk s in 1821. 
He had in tru ste d his 
vast tre a su re s to th e 
P a tria rc h 
of 
C onstantinople, b ut th e T u rk s confis­ 
cated th ese and ap p ro p riated them 
to th e ir own use. 
In th e w a r for the 
liberation of G reece the prince tried 
to regain his throne, but in 1827 he 
had to flee to Russia,

Czar 
N icholas gave him a com m ission as 
captain in the arm y. 
P rince Louis fought in th e C rim ean 
war, but th e result of this was disas­ 
trous to his hopes.
